Stratocruiser Overdue 
At Honolulu On Flight 
From San Francisco 


HONOLULU a lh - A double 
decked 
Pan 
American 
Airways 
Stratocruiser with 44 
p e r s o n s 
aboard was reported overdue at 
Honolulu today and teared down 
in the darkened Pacific Ocean. 
A Military Air Transport plane 
reported that it sighted blinking 
lights in the vicinity where the 
missing airliner made its last re 
port at 8:04 p. rn. e s t., Friday, on 
I a flight 
from 
San 
Francisco to 
Honolulu. 
The Navy Search Rescue Center 
at Pearl Harbor confirmed the re 
port of the sighting of blinking 
lights. 
It immediately sent Coast 
Guard and Air Force pLnes to 
ward 
the 
area 
about 900 miles 
northeast of Honolulu .shortly after 
5 a. rn. e.s.t. 
Carried 36 Passengers 
The plane carried eight crew 
men and 36 passengers aboard 
More than an hour after the re 
ported sighting, search planes were 
still unable to locate the overdue 
aircraft. 
Coast Guard Rear Adm. Stephen 
ll. Evans, who is coordinating the 
search effort, said “time has run 
out" after the plane had been miss 
mg some 14 hours. 
Ho immediately launched a mas­ 
sive air and sea search which will 
cover 100,000 square mile area be 
tween Honolulu and 1.100 miles to 
the east toward San Francisco.

It has hit speeds up to 12,000 miles 
an hour or more and altitudes of 
600 miles.

put a satellite into orbit is 18,000 
miles an hour

Ifs Round up Time Again 
Last week peace on the pastures 
was the rule. 
Cows and calves 
grazed undisturbed with character­ 
istic bovine contentment, while in 
the realm of man, records, check 
sheets, vials, syringes and vaccines 
were being assembled. 
This week 
the quiet was broken by the pound 
ing of hooves, the "hi-yah, hi-yah” 
of drivers, the bawl of calves and 
the frantic, noisy milling of cows 
searching for the calves that had 
suckled only the day before. 
Such an abrupt change can mean 
only one thing. 
It is annual round 
up -the second week in November 


to consider in their planting pro­ 
gram this year. 
Both varieties — 
along with others — are available 
at state nurseries for $7.50 per 
thousand seedlings.

Tulip poplar is one of the area’s 
largest native trees for lumber, 
usually growing in Southern Jib 
nois to three or four feet in di­ 
ameter and 60 to IOO feet in height. 
On good locations some trees will 
grow to a diameter of 12 inches 
in 18 years. 
Seedlings will com 
Pete successfully with weeds on 
planting sites, but natural seeding 
is difficult in such areas because 
the poplar seeds are flat and wide. 
Hence, they cannot reach the soil 
sufficiently to become established 
upon germination. Seedlings should 
be planted eight to ten feet apart. 
The wood of the tulip poplar is 
moderately soft and quite uniform 
in texture, holding nails well and 
not splitting readily. 
It can be 
worked easily and can be smoothed I 
I to a fine finish. 
The sapwood, of 
ten several inches thick, is white; 
the heartwood a yellowish brown 
with a greenish tinge. 
The wood 
is suitable as finish lumber, siding, 
paneling, 
furniture 
lumber, and 
general lumber products. 
It also 
makes a good veneer wood. Lower 
grades are used for boxes and 
crates. 
The red gum, or sweet gum, is 
abundant in old fields or in cut- 
over forests. It has high ornament­ 
al value because it has a good gen 
eral appearance and its star-shaped 
leaves turn from yellow to purple 
in the fall to provide brilliant color 
to the landscape. 
It is a common tree of lowlands 
that have plenty of moisture but 
are not subject to frequent or pro­ 
longed flooding. 
In Southern Illi­ 
nois it will grow to IOO feet in 
height and three feet in diameter. 
Growth is rather rapid on good 
locations.

ure, let us .start with a heifer calf, 
tattoo number 3645, dropped on 
pasture February 15 by cow num 
ber 2040. 
This little heifer had 
nothing to do but nurse, graze, 
rump and grow on verdant, rolling 
pastures until November 7. 
On 
that date she was 267 days old. 
That day, except for being a little 
colder and a little frostier than 
usual, promised to be the same for I 
her as the days before. 
But sud­ 
denly horsemen rode down upon 
the herd and shoved the little heif­ 
er and her near and distant rela 
lives to the barns and a corral. 
It was a strange place, barren of 
grass and made more frightening 
by men who separated the little 
heifer and other calves from their 
mothers. 
Heifer 3645 was pushed onto a 
scale, and her weight was recorded: 
510 pounds . . . not bad—she makes 
her mother look good. 
From the 
scale she was driven into a fright­ 
ening, high narrow chute. 
Never 
had she felt such close confine­ 
ment. 
Straight ahead at the end 
of the chute was a small opening 
and the promise of freedom. 
She 
bolted, intending with one great 
leap to escape through the hole. 
But the hole closed; she was caught 
in a head gate. 
Men swarmed in. 
One put a 
noser in her nostrils and pulled 
her head aside, while another pierc­ 
ed her jugular with a needle to 
draw blood in a vial. 
The blood 
in this vial would be tested to de­ 
termine whether or not she was 
free from brucellosis and leptospir­ 
osis. 
In less time than it takes 
to tell, she was needled three more 
times, once to vaccinate against 
black leg, once to vaccinate for 
brucellosis protection, and once to 
test for tuberculosis. 
A fecal sam 
pie was taken in a check for in 
ternal parasites. 
She was spared 
the pain of dehorning because a* 
a day-old ob lf her horns had been 
stopped by a properly used caustic 
dehorner.

and knowledge 
were gifts 
from God. 
Still others in that church be­ 
came jealous of the gifts of oth­ 
ers. 
They were not satisfied with 
what God had given them.

wanted the positions and gifts of 
others.

Jesus Chris* and the Holy Spirit 
are equal wit* God the Father in 
the Trinity. 
There are those to­ 
day who would deny the deity of 
Christ.

make yov believe that Jesus 
Christ is not the son of God 
The 
Bible teache 
very definitely that 
Jesus is “the only begotter Son of 
God.” 
When 
you 
hear 
someone de­ 
nounce the deity of Christ, you 
may be sure that he is not led of 
the Holy Spirit. 
However, when 
you see one live for Christ and 
testify by word of mouth that' 
Jesus is God’s son, you may know 
that he is led by the Holy Spirit. 
In other words, the Holy Spirit 
exalts Christ 


visions in any church. 
Such di­ 
visions may arise from various 
causes. 
However, at the base of 
every division one will find self­ 
ishness on the part of two or more 
individuals. 
Divisions 
are espe­ 
cially bad when they are caused 
o’ er gifts which come from the 
Holy Spirit. 
Paul tells us here that the gifts 
ot wisdom and knowledge are tre­ 
mendously 
important. 
He says 
that these gifts come from the 
Holy Spirit and should be used to 
God’s glory. 
Certainly one should 
not be jealous of another’s gift of 
knowledge and wisdom. 
Paul, also, says that the gifts of 
faith and healing are gifts from 
the Holy Spirit. 
Here again he 
tells us that faith is very import­ 
ant 
When we seek any gifts from 
God, we should seek faith to use 
the gifts in the righ way. 
The gift of p**ophecy comes from 
the Holy Spirit. Every minister of 
the gospel is ? “ forthteller,” and 
needs this gift. 
He will never be 
successful in God's sight without 
it. 
Paul speaks of being able to dis­ 
cern the spirits. 
That is we can 
have the gift from the Holy Spirit 
to be able to know what is true 
and what is false. All of us should 
pray for this gift.
